As of January Ist, there is a new 
requirement on vehicle registration 
which took effect concerning the 
insurance law. 

The state, in accordance with the 


ance law, will require all vehicle 
owners who are purchasing tags for 
their vehicles to present a valid 
state identification - either a state 
ID or a driver's license - when pur- 
chasing their annual registration. 

Commercial vehicles must be 
registered using a valid federal tax 
identification number. 

In accordance with state law, 
anyone refusing to show a valid 
state driver's license/ID or the 
proper tax ID, will not be issued a 
lag.

According to studies by the USDA, as much as 70% of sediment entering the Choctawhatchee, Pea

rivers comes from unpaved roads within these watersheds. When dirt roads become rough; they must be bladed 
smooth, Blading operations degrade the roads by loosening soil particles as well as destroying vegetation 

This project will utilize different soil additives to stabilize selected roadbeds on dirt roads. These products act as 
cementing agents to bind soil particles together resulting in harder and longer lasting dirt road surfaces. The harder 
road surface will substantially reduce road blading, thereby reducing erosion by both wind and water 

Several different stabilizing products will be used and an evaluation will be made of the effectiveness of the var- 
ious products, In addition, the selected roads will be shaped and vegetatec to facilitate rapid ground cover, Less 


blading will be necessary which will result in less sediment entering nearby streams thus improving 


water quality

This is because most small 
woodland owners make infrequent 
timber sales arid doh’t keep up with 
changes in tax laws, 

One thing that you can do once 


. you decide to cui timber is to make 


a Visit to your accountant who can 
help yourto determine your possible 
tax responsibility. For example, if, 
you harvest umber and you receive 
$50,000.00 for it, it Can take up 
to half of it to regenerate the forest; 
pay various debts, and-pays your 
taxes.

TSU selected to deliver new Navy distance learning program 


Troy State University is one of 
only 16 institutions of higher edu- 
cation in the country to be chosen 
io Offer distance-learning degree 
programs for the Navy's most 
extensive effort yet to put college 
diplomas in the hands of sailors, 
according to Dr, Jack Hawkins, Jr., 
Chancellor.

TSU, through its University Col- 
lege division, operates degree pro: 
grams on more than 50 military 
bases, including 14 Naval bases, in 
14 states and five countries around 
the world, In addition, two years 
ago the Navy chose Troy State Uni- 
versity to deliver via the Internet an 
executive master of business 
administration degree to officers at 
sea, 

“It's an honor to be chosen to 
work with the Navy to administer 
these programs,” Dr. Hawkins said, 
“Troy State University has been a 
pioneer in distance education, and 
the Secretary of the Navy said our 
track record was 4 key factor in our 


being chosen for this program.” 

Dr. Manfred Meine, Director of 
the Florida Region, is leading a sys- 
temwids effort to develop the cur- 
riculum ‘and the system of delivery 
forthe program, according to Dr, 
Rodney Cox, Vice President of 
TSU’s University College. 

Dr. Meine said TSU will seek a 
variety Of ways to make the pro- 
grams accessible for sailors serving

«In Coffee County many landowners 
are becoming more and more inter 
estedin harvesting timber on their 
land. Some of this is due to increased 
timer prices, CRP trees that have 
matured and just a new awareness as 
to the benefits of managing the tim- 
ber on their land. Many landowners 
with small woodland holdings are 
often unaware of certain provisions in 
federal tax laws that can effect their 
tax bill. This is because most small 
woodland owners make infrequent 
timber sales and don't keep up with 
changes in tax laws.

The: first to-address-the-council 
was Matt Brunson, who said that

want any child to be afraid to be in 
their yard,” he said. Brunson con- 
tinued with the fact Elba is in a 
rural. area, historically accustomed 
to hunting and that his family owns 
over 500 acres of woodland in the 
city limits of Elba. He stressed the 
importance of teaching children the 
proper rules of hunting and that his 
young son has killed two deer this 
year - both within the city limits. 


Brunson added an opinion that the-~

Game Warden Cox addressed the 
issue and noted his department has-

but they didn’t want hunting 
stopped. He pointed out that it is 
good recreation for residents and is 
good for the tourist trade. The war- 


den noted it is already illegal to dis- ~ 


charge firearms within certain dis- 
tances of occupied dwellings. He 
added that the council might want 
to study the idea of forbidding 
hunting within a limited inner city 
area. 

Rick Nickolson noted that he 
farms fields within the city limits, 
and it is hard enough to make a liv- 
ing farming and would be even 
harder if deer hunting is banned in 
the area. He explained that dry 
weather limits available feed for the 
deer and could force more of them 
into his fields, thus destroying 
crops.

He requested the commission pay 
for the recent installation of a 
heater, gas, and insulation in the 
yoting house at Damascus.
